Me Mar/fham, renewed his objections to the bill, 
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having perufed it fince it was printed—The pre- 


amble ftared, that frauds had exifted in the collecti- 
on of the duty—there was not the lealt evidence of 
this before the Houfe ; on the contrary, the amount 
bf the laft quarter was 9000 |. more than the corref- 
ponding quarter in the proceeding year. He was 
decidedly of opioion, that the law qs it then fteod 
was fully ‘adequate to the prevention of fraud: the 
diftridutor of ftamps, if any collufion fhould be pro- 
ved againft him, was removeable at pleafure, and 
high penalties were in force againft every man whd 
defrauded the revenue of any part of this duty. He 
condemned the principle of the bill iz tore, and 
blamed Miniilers for having extended its duration 
ed three years, which put it out of the power even 
of Parliament itfelf to repeal it fooner, even if it 
fhould turn out to be oppreflive to the fubje@. He 
declared his opinion alfo to be, that it would not 
be fo preduttive to the revenue.as if it had not been 
introduced at all. He fuggefted a new regulation 
relative to-day ticke’s, which wotld make the tax 
more productive, by obliging thofe who hired car- 
riages for two days to pay the daty, from which 
they were at prefent exempted -—-This he {tated 
would produce a confiderable addition to the tax ; 
and therefore he was of opinion that the prefent bill 
fhould not pafs, but that Minifters fhould withdraw 
it, for the purpofe of new modelling the formér act. 

Mr Pitt juitified the preamble of the bill, which 
only ftated in general that there was reafon to be- 
lieve that frauds did exift, and which he believed 
no man doubted. The Houfe certainly had not de- 
Jegated their powers of legiflation to the Revenue 
Boards, who did not confider it as their province to 
fagget new modes of collecting the revenue ;—it 
was furely a fufficient ground for the prefent bill, if 
the majority of the Houfe were fatisfied that the re- 
venue was defrauded, to prevent which was the fole 
obje& of the bill. The public might gain, but they 
could nor lofe by it, becaufe the duty would be fet 
up to auton at the highe(t price which it had yet 
produced, ‘confequently the public would gain what 
was offered beyond that fum. With refpe& to the 
idea fuggefted Sy the Hon.Member, (Mr Marfham) 
relative to the day tickets, he faw no reafon why it 
might not be adopted in the prefent bill, by bringing 
up a new claufe for that. purpofe.
